1 . The amendments made in the claims (and specification) in the Amendment filed June 16, 
2010 have been received and considered by Examiner.

3. Claims 15-22 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In regard to sole independent claim 15, the prior art of record fails to teach a process for 
the manufacture of a plastic layer or a multilayer comprising the plastic layer, the plastic layer 
comprising a base plastic that is a high density polyethylene and a barrier plastic that is a vinyl 
alcohol polymer, wherein the process comprises extruding a composition comprising the base 
plastic and the barrier plastic to obtain the layer or multilayer, wherein the barrier plastic is 
dispersed in the base plastic as nodules having a diameter of less than or equal to one micron, the 
barrier plastic (a vinyl alcohol polymer) being incompatible with the base plastic (a high density 
polyethylene).
